MANY HEADLESS BODIES 
FOUND IN THE WRECKAGE 


Spread Rail Caused Engine to 
Leave Track and “Sleepers 
Telescoped Day Coaches, 
Killmg and Injuring the Pas- 
sengers---Arms, Legs and 
Heads Cut Off. 


Marshalitown, Towa, March 21— 
Forty-five persons were killed, and 
forty were injured, many of them 
fatally, in a wreck four and a half 
miles north of Green Mountain, Iowa, 


today on a Chicago, Rock Island and 


’ Pactfie train. 


The train, which was a consolidation 
ef No. 18, from Chicago, and No. 21, 
from St. Louis, bound for Minneapolis, 
Minn., was being detoured over the 
tracks of the Chtcago Great Western 
read. Running at about fifty miles an 
bour in a cut north of Green Moun- 
tain, the heed locomotive struck a 
spread rail, it is believed, and jumped 
the track into an embankment of soft 
clay. A second tocomotive, just behind 
the first. rolled over and the sudden 
stop crushed the frailer cars together. 

Care Smashed to Spliaters. 

A coach, a smoking car and a Puli- 
man car were almost smeshed to splin- 
ters, almost all of the occupants being 
killed or injured. The superstructure 
ef the Pullman was shaved off and 
jammed like a ramrod through the 
amoking car and the day coach. 

Many passengers were apparentiy 

Tight. but ~ the suffering

and legs were cut off. The wreckage 
was almost crimson with biood, some 
of the. bodies being crushed beyond 
recognition by the mass of twisted rails 
and splintered cars. A few of the pas- 
sengers were found at 11 o'clock living 


with a rod or a splinter impaling them j 


in the wreck. 
Decapitated Bodi¢s. 

Decapitated bodies were found and it 
was almost impossible to assort the 
Aismembered bodies. 

The wreck occurred at a point which 
was difficult to reach with prompt re- 
lief. Such bodies as could be pulled 
eut were stretched out in an adjacent 
pasture, 

The cries of the wounded coming 
from beneath the cars and from places 

ich were walled in, hurried the 
efforts of the rescuers. The wreckage 
fid not take fire. 

The injured were rushed to a hos- 
pital as soon as possible, several of 
them dying on the way. Two of the 
bodies were not taken out until night, 
so difficult was it to remove wreck- 
age from’ the narrow cut. 

Fatalities occurred oniy 
three coaches. The rear 
remained on the track.

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WOMEN WEARING LONG HAT PINS 


Chicago, March 21.—-It is now a mis- 
demeanor for any Woman {to wear a 
long hatpin in public places in Chica- 
go. Any woman caught wearing one 
fe liable to arrest and a fine of $50. 

After a month's discussion the city 
council by a vote of 68 to 2 tonight 
passed an “anti-hatpin” ordinance. It 
was passed in spite of many hisses and 
“hoos” from the gallery, where a crowd 
of women had gathered to protest 
against the measure on the ground 


that the city had no right to attempt ' 


to regulate women’s wearing apparel 
and that long hatpins often at night 
formed woman's only weapon of de- 


fense. 


The ordinance decrees that “no per- 


while on the public streets or in 
street or elevated car, or public 
or other public places shall 
‘wear anv hatpin that the exposed 
point thereof shall protrude .more 
than one-half-inch beyond the crown 
of the hat upon which such-ptin is 
worn.” - 

It took the legal advisers of the 
corporation counsel's office, the judici- 
ary committee of the council and half 
a dozen others almost four weeks to 
get the ordinance ready for passage.

Washington, March 21.—Speaking in 
support of the administration railroad 
bill, Senator Elkins, chairman of the 
interstate commerce committee, de- 
clared today that the shippers are not 
finding fault with-the bill, and that, 
excépt in one or two instances, the 
railroads did not appear before the 
committee to oppose it. 

Preliminary to his explanation of 
provisions of the bill, Senator E!Rins 
admitted the truth of the charge that 
amendments proposed to the bill were 
not considered at length tn the com- 
mittee on interstate commerce and he 
defended this course on the ground 
that the differences over the amend- 
ments were so great that they would 
have to be fought out on the floor any 
way. 

Elkins Anawers Cummins. 

Answering statements by Senator 
*ummins, made in the course of his 
three-day speech, Mr. Elkins said it 
was given out that the raltlroad : bil! 
was before the committee for con- 
sideration. He said that shippers and 
traffic associations had consulted with 
the president and the attorney general, 
who drafted the bill, and that they 
favored the president’s recommenda- 
tions. On the subject whether the 
rallroads themselves are for or against 
the bill, Mr. Elkins said: 

“According to common reports six or 
seven presidents of the most impor- 
tant railroads in the country waited 
on the president at the white house 
and endeavored to induce him to con- 
sent to certain changes in the bill, but 
he refused to do so. So far as I 
know’, and can hear, the railroads op- 
pose the bill,”

He said that the law would have 
the effect of nullifying the Sherman 
anti-trust law as construed by the 
Supreme court, and to legalize all ex- 
isting ownerships of other roads by 
a competing line. This, he asserted, 
Was the real purpose of the measure. 
and he added his conviction that the 
railroads would be wilHng to sur- 
render much in order to get this con- 
cession. 

Mr. Elkins would not concede the 
soundness of Mr. Bacon's argument. 
He did not belleve the law contem- 
plated the sanction of any proceeding 
that might be illegal under existing 
law. 

Bailey Agrees With Bacon. 

“Either this bill does what the sena- 
tor from Georgia charges,” said Mr. 
Bailey, commenting on the colloquy, 
“or it does nothing at all.” ’ 

It was true, he said, that there was 
nothing in the bill explicitly legalizing 
the purchase of the first 50 per cent, 
but he argued that to make lawful 
the second purchase would have in- 
evitably the effect of validating the 
first step.

AMERICAN POLITICS IN THE MELTING POT. 
Revolutionary realignment encroaches upon American politics. 
Old party landmarks fade and vanish. New shibboleths desig- 

nate shifting dividing lines. 

That is the ultimate meaning of the upheaval in Washington 
last week. Embittered Cannon, in his address of defiance to the 
insurgent republicans, said “Many so-called republicans are, in 
fact, populists, and are trying to.outdo Bryanism.” 

Unconsciously, he expressed the genius of the situation in 
American politics today. 

The old conception of a party label was that it fitted over each 
member of the organization, bar none, like a blanket. 

Today, the label, “republican,” as the term ts traditionally un- 
derstood, burlesques the deeds and the faith of a tremendous and

Bryanism and 
Rooseveltism—if you call them so—have borrowed from .populism, 
and been enriched by republicanism and democracy.

COMBATTING A COTTON MENACE. 
To the initiative and energy displayed by State Entomologist 
Worsham the farmers of Georgia are indebted for the launching of 
|}a Campaign which promises eventually to eliminate black root, a 
_wilt that has been steadily encroaching upon the cotton: crap in 
| various portions of the state. 
Black root does not, as yet, offer so serious a menace to cotton 
as does the boll weevil. It is destined, however, unless vigorously 
| compbatted, to spread throughout Georgia and annually take large 
toll¥of the total yield. 

Unlike the boll weevil, this particular infliction is more sus- 
ceptible to remedy. It has been established that the staple grown 
irom certain varieties of seed resist black root. The-discovery was 
made by segregating each ‘year the seed from the cotton which 
displayed ability to rebuff the effects of the wilt. 

This spring Mr. Worsham has distributed about 1,200 bushels 
of this immunized seed among approximately 2,500 farmers located 
in the districts now most seriously threatened. 

He is now perfecting plans whereby next season he will be 
able to still further enlarge the distribution of resistant seed. 

In this campaign he merits not only the gratitude, but as well 
the co-operation of every farmer in (Georgia, remotely or nearly 
faced with this crop menace. :

GEORGIA CASE AS PRECEDENT. 


Oi far-reaching extent was the decision of the supreme court 

oi the United States in the case brought by the State of Georgia 
against the Tennessee copper companies operating at Ducktown. 
just how extensive cannot yet be judged. 
_ The precedent then established has been invoked by the United 
States in other. sections of the union, and copper companies every- 
where will be. compelled to confine their poisonous fumes and abate 
a nuisance of long standing. 

Attorney General Hart won a decision of immense benefit to 
citizens living in thé neighborhood of the Ducktown copper: plants; 
he has succeeded in having the supreme court write a new decision. 
or, rather, upheld a sweeping application of the law of waste; and 
has saved from further destruction a considerable section of agri- 
cultural and forést lands in Georgia. But the benefits of that de- 
cision will extend far beyond the borders of this state. 

The press dispatches announce that the attorney general of the 
United States has filed at Helena, Mont., a suit in equity to compel 
the Anaconda Copper Mining Company to abate a similar nuisance. 

Even if that company is compelled to go to the expense of 
millions of dollars to convert its plant so as to consume the poison-

| ous copper fumes, it must be done. But it is gratifying to note the 
announcement that the Tennessee copper companies have also prof- 
ited by the change which they fought too earnestly. 

This litigation has thus been widely benevolent, since, indirect- 
ly, through it numberless farmers have found the cost of their fer- 
tilizers reduced by the enlarged output of sulphuric acid. And the 
copper smelters themselves have profited. ‘

MUST BE PAID 


ing Investigation. 


In Order to Collect Tax From 
Delinquent Dealers, the Gov- 


tors to See to It That the 
Taxes Are Collected. 


—_——- 


Something is going to drop and that 
right early, in the neighborhood of the 
ncoar beer dealers who have failed to 
cbserve the law and pay the tax which 
is required of them. 

With a view to ascertaining the 
course which the state of Georgia 
shculd pursue in forcing the collec- 
tion of the near beer tax when dealers 
decline te pay it, Governor Brown is 
having the near beer tax law investi- 
gated. 

Frequent reports have come to the 
governor recently that many of the 
dealers, especially in the larger cities, 
are failing to pay the tax; and. the 
governor intends to see that they do 
pay it. 

It has been reported in some quarters 
that the presént law, while prescrib- 
ing that the near beer dealers shall 
be prosecuted if they fail_to pay the 
tax, fixes no punishment therefor. At- 
torney General Hart ruled some months 
ago that the dealers are punishable 
urder the first near beer tax law 
passed by ‘tne legislature, which pre- 
sctibed that they shall be punished as 
for a misdemeanor. 

Ordinary Wilkinson, who has 
charge of the coilection of the near beer 
tax in Fulton county, states that 75 
or §&0 dealers in this county have 
failed so far to take out state licenses. 

“The stale needs this oney, the 
tax is due and we are going to find 
a way to get it,” stated Governor 
Brown. “I do not know what course 
will be pursued, but reports which 
have come to me indicate that many 
dealers throughout the state are ignor- 
ing the tax and steps will be taken 
scon to’ see that if its collected.’ 

“Tt may be necessary to appoint an 
inspector to locate dealers who have 
not paid taxes this year,” said the 
governor, “although it igs possible that 
instead of appointing one inspector for 
the whole state, I may appoint loca! 
inspectors in each of the counties 
where near beer sold.”’ 

Manufacturers and wholesale dealers 
in near beer are taxed $1,000 per year, 
while retail dealers are taxed $300 
per year.

who has a telephone. 

This will require more operators, Mr.

New York, March 21.—The cottun 
market was nervous and irregular t»- 
day with new érop positions relatively 
firm and with the close steady, net 8 
points lower to 93 points higher.

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WAITING ATTITUDE 
IN- THE STOCK MARKET 


Extreme Dullness Pervaded the 
Market --- Several Factors 
Assigned as Cause. 


New York, March 21.—The excessive 
duliness into which the dealings in 
stocks fell today was ascribed to a 
waiting atttiude on the part of large 
opérative forces. Various factors were 
assigned as the ground for this atti- 
tude, but it was noticeable that the 
clearing up of some of them in the 
course of the day had little or no ef- 
fect in enlivening the speculation. The 
adjustment of the supreme court over 
the spring holiday disposed of one otf 
these factors. Last week predictions 
were offered, with a degree of par- 
ticularity unusual even for Wal] street 
rumors, that the supreme court de- 
cision in the American Tobacco case 
would be handed down today and 
would be in favor of the company. 
This speculative prediction even con- 
tained a poil of the court on the re- 
sult and named the justices who would 
deliver the opinion and the minority’s 
dissent. The failure of verification of 
thigy rumor today seemed to throw the 
market into a state almost of suspend- 
ed animation. 

The postponement of the expected 
Philadelphia strike settlement, the re- 
ported promise of an adjustment of the 
dispute with the soft coal miners, and 
the less confident hopes of an agree- 
ment in the western railroad firemen’s 
dispute, made the influence from the 
labor side mixed. The coal mining 
prospect had some influence on the 
soft coal carriers, although a specula- 
tive movement has been evident in 
those stocks for some. time past, 
Chesapeake and Ohio’s acquisition of 
the Hocking Valley’ and the convert- 
ible bonds offered by Norfolk and 
Western are inspiring causes for the 
movements in those stocks. The rall- 
road group, as a whole, had the bene- 
fit of a very cheerful view of the rail- 
road traffic situation coming from of- 
ficilals in charge of those departments, 

The apprehension has been growing 
that the money market may be sub- 
jected to a squeeze in connection with 
the April settlements. Requirements 
at that time are normally large and 
there are special derfiands to be met 
at the coming settlement. The London 
stock market settlement happens to 
fall on the same date and the furious 
speculation that has been going on in 
rubber and oil shares there makes a 
very large account,to meet. The fall- 
ing-in of a British war loan compli- 
cates the London position. In the 
New York market new bond issues 
continue to appear and preparations 
for others are in hand, promising defi- 
nite extension of the needs of the 
money market. The rising rates’. for 
money were accompanied t@day by a 
sharp advance in foreign exchange 
consequence with the hardening of 
discounts in the London market.

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‘FRENCH GRANT HURTS 
| SOUTHERN COTTON OIL 
Tariff Agreement Between the

tween the United States and France, 
which was signed yesterday at Al- 
bany by President Taft, is regarded as 
unfair and unjust to the cotton seed 
interests of the south, in that the 
agreement between the two countries 
authorizes France to increase its duty 
on cotton seed oll by.50 per cent. The 
increase is prohibitive. 

Senator Clay, whose attention was 
calle@ to the matter ‘this morning. 
made an unsuccessful effort to have 
the question reopened through the 
secretary of state. He was informed 
that the proclamation of the president 
irrevocably adjusted all duties in dis 
pute for the time being. 

The state department insists, how- 
ever. that the cotton seed oil provision 
will discriminate against the 
southern product It is claimed that 
France agrees to levy a similar duty 
against all competitive edible oils so 
that the southern cotton seed product 
will be on even terms with the prod- 
utts of countries other than France. 
The state department does not con- 
tend that the duty of 9 francs is not 
prohibitive, but insists that it was the 
best that could be obained in the 
| premises. 

The sale of cdtton seed oil has been 
increasing rapidly of recent years, and 
France has offered an excellent mar- 
ket for the products. The new tariff 
proclamation, which ts the outgrowth 
of the protective policy of the re- 
publican party, may destroy the 
French market, to the injury of the 
southern cotton farmers.
